It is the policy of this state to administer the licensing 
and numbering of motorboats and vessels in accord- 
ance with federal laws appertaining thereto and to 
promote the safety of persons and property in con- 
nection with the use, operations, and equipment of 
boats through proper regulatory rules and enforce- 
ment thereof. 

FINITIONS (62-21-2) 

Unless the provisions or the context otherwise require, 
the following definitions shall govern the construction 
of this article and all regulations made or adopted 
under this article: 

Vessel means every description of watercraft used or 
capable of being used as a means of transportation on 
water, other than whitewater canoes and kayaks while 
operating in whitewater only. 


. Motorboat means any vessel propelled by machinery, 


whether or not such machinery is the principal source 
of propulsion. 

Sailboat means any watercraft propelled solely by wind 
effect on a sail. For the purpose of this article, any 
vessel propelled by both sail and machinery of any 
sort shall be deemed a motorboat when being so 
propelled. 

“Owner” means a person who claims lawful possession 
of a vessel by virtue of legal title or equitable interest 
which entitles him to such possession. 

“Waters of this state” means any waters within the ter- 
ritorial limits of the state of Colorado. 

“Person” means an individual, partnership, firm, cor- 
poration, association or other entity. 

“Operate” means to navigate or otherwise use a motor- 
boat or vessel. 

“Commission” means the Game, Fish and Parks Com- 
mission. 

“Department” means the Game, Fish and Parks De- 


partment. 
. Hand-propelled vessel means any vessel which is pro- 


lled by human muscular effort, which includes, but 
is not limited to, oars, paddles or other contrivances, 
and upon which no mechanical propulsion device such 
as an electric motor, steam or internal combustion en- 
gine or sail is used for the operation of such vessel. 
noe sages means running water with intermittent 
rapids. 
Kayak and whitewater canoe means a lightweight 
(under 80 pounds), one- or two-man boat completely 
decked, designed for running whitewater. 


ll. NUMBERING OF MOTORBOATS AND SAILBOATS

(a) Every motorboat and sailboat using the waters of 
this state shall be numbered and a certificate there- 
for shall be issued by the department as pre- 
scribed by regulations of the commission; pro- 
vided, that the following are exempt from the 
requirements of this section: 

(b) Vessels holding a valid marine document issued 
by the United States Bureau of Customs. 

(c) Vessels which are numbered in accordance with 
applicable federal law, or in accordance with a 
federally approved numbering system of another 
state and the certificate of number is valid and

. Any unexpired certificate of number issued prior to 
the effective date of this article shall remain in effect 
until its expiration unless otherwise sooner terminated 
or discontinued in accordance with the provisions of 
this article. Every certificate of number awarded pur- 
Suant to this article shall continue in full force and 
effect for a period ending December thirty-first of the 
year of issuance of the certificate unless sooner termi- 
nated or discontinued in accordance with the provisions 
of this article. Certificate of number may be renewed 
by the owner in the same manner provided for in the 
initial securing of the same.

reissued provided that application for renewal is re- 
ceived by the commission within thirty days from the 
date of expiration. 

The commission shall prescribe by regulations a system 
of numbering which is in compliance with the federal 
overall system for numbering vessels.

The owner of each motorboat or sailboat requiring 
numbering by this state shall file an application for 
number with the commission, or any representative 
approved by the commission. The application shall be 
signed by the owner of the vessel and shall be accom- 
panied by a fee of $3.50, except those motorboats and 
sailboats owned and operated by the state and political 
subdivisions which shall be licensed without payment 
of license fee. Upon receipt of the application in ap- 
proved form, the commission, or its representative, 
shall enter the same upon the records of its office and 
issue to the applicant a certificate of number stating 
the number awarded to the motorboat or sailboat. 
The number awarded must be painted on or attached 
to each side of the bow on the foreward half of the 
motorboat or sailboat, or if there are no such sides, 
at a corresponding location on both sides of the fore- 
deck of the motorboat or sailboat, on which it is issued. 
The number awarded shall read from left to right, in 
block characters of good proportion, a minimum of 
three inches in height, excluding border or trim, and 
of a color which shall contrast with the color of the 
cee chee and so maintained as to be clearly visible 
and legible. No other number will be permitted to be 
carried on the bow of said motorboat or sailboat. 


The certificate of number shall be pocket sized and 
shall be available at all times for inspection on the 
motorboat or sailboat for which issued, whenever 
such motorboat or sailboat is in operation. If a cer- 
tificate of number is lost or destroyed, the owner shall, 
within fifteen days, notify the department. The notifi- 
cation shall be in writing, shall describe the circum- 
stance of the loss or destruction, and shall be accom- 
panied by a fee of one dollar, for a replacement 
certificate. 


When a numbered motorboat or sailboat is lost, de- 
stroyed, abandoned or transferred to another person, 
the certificate of number issued for the motorboat or 
sailboat shall be surrendered to the department within 
a period not to exceed 15 days after such event. In 
the event of a transfer of a motorboat or sailboat num- 
bered in accordance with this article, the new owner 
shall notify the department, or its representatives, on 
forms prescribed by it for a new certificate of number 
which shall be accompanied by a fee of $3.00 for a 
transfer certificate of number. When the owner of a 
numbered vessel changes his address from that shown 
on the certificate of number, he shall notify the de- 
partment within 15 days of such change and as part 
of such notification furnish the department with his 
new address. The commission may provide in its regu- 
lations for the surrender of the certificate bearing the 
former address and its replacement with a certificate 
bearing the correct address or for alteration of an out- 
standing certificate to show the new address of the 
owner.

IV. CLASSIFICATION AND EQUIPMENT

Vessels subject to the provisions of this article shall 

be divided into four classes as follows: 

a. Class A — Less than 16 feet in length. 

b. Class 1 — 16 feet or over and less than 26 feet in 
length.

d. Class 3 — 40 feet or over in length. 


. Every motorboat and sailboat in all weather from 


sunset to sunrise shall carry and exhibit the lights as 
hereafter described, when under way, Or moored more 
than 300 feet from shore, and during such times no 
other lights which may be mistaken for those pre- 
scribed shall be exhibited. All hand-propelled vessels 
when in operation during the hours of darkness shall 
carry and exhibit a light sufficient to make the ves- 
sel’s presence and location known to any other vessel 
within a reasonable distance. Flashing red lights are 
prohibited except on authorized patrol boats. 


Every motorboat of classes A and 1 ten horsepower 

or over shall carry the following lights: 

a. A bright, white light aft to show all around the 
horizon. 

b. A combined lantern in the forepart of the motor- 
boat and as near the stem as practicable, and lower

than the white light aft, showing green to the star- 
board (right) and red to port (left), so fixed as to 
throw light from dead ahead to two points abaft the 
beam on the respective sides, when under way. 


Every motorboat of classes 2 and 3 shall carry the 

following lights: 

a. A bright, white light in the forepart of the motor- 
boat, as near the stem as practicable, so constructed 
as to show an unbroken light over an arc of the 
hoirzon of 20 points of the compass, so fixed as 
to show the light 10 points on each side of the 
motorboat namely from right ahead to two points 
abaft the beam on either side. 

b. A bright, white light aft to show all around the 
horizon and higher than the white light forward. 

c. On the starboard (right) side a green light so con- 
structed as to show an unbroken light over an arc 
of the horizon ten points of the compass, so fixed 
as to throw the light from dead ahead to two 
points abaft the beam on the starboard (right) side. 
On the port (left) side, a red light so constructed 
as to show an unbroken light over an arc of the 
horizon of ten points of the compass so fixed as to 
throw a light from dead ahead to two points abaft 
the beam on the port (left) side. These side lights 
shall be fitted with inboard screens of sufficient 
height so set as to prevent either light from being 
seen across the bow. 


Motorboats of classes A and 1 when propelled by 
sail alone shall carry the combined lantern but not the 
white aft light, as prescribed in subsection 3 (a) above. 
Motorboats of classes 2 and 3, when so propelled shall 
carry the colored side light suitably screened, but not 
the white lights prescribed in subsection 4 (b) of this 
section. 


Every white light prescribed by this section shall be of 
such character as to be visible at a distance of at least 
two miles. Every colored light prescribed in this section 
shall be of such character as to be visible at a distance 
of at least one mile. The word “visible” in this section 
when mk yee to lights, shall mean visible on a dark 
night with clear atmosphere. 


When propelled by sail and machinery, any motorboat 
shall carry the lights required by this section for a 
motorboat propelled by machinery only. 

Any motorboat may carry and exhibit the lights re- 
quired by the federal regulations preventing collisions 
at seas, 1948, Federal Act of October 11, 1951 (33 
USC 143-147D), as amended, in lieu of the lights re- 
quired by this section. 

Every motorboat shall be provided with an efficient 
whistle or other sound producing mechanical appliance 
other than a siren that can be heard under ordinary 
operating conditions for one-half mile. Only an autho- 
rized patrol boat may be equip with a siren. 

Every vessel except a kayak shall carry at least one 
life preserver, a life belt or a ring buoy; or other de- 
vice in good repair approved by the United States 
coast guard for each person on board, so placed as to 
be readily accessible. Every vessel carrying passengers 
for hire shall carry, so placed as to be readily accessi- 
ble, at least one life preserver which meets the ap- 
proval of the coast guard for each person on board. 
All motorboats shall carry the number, size and type 
of fire extinguisher as prescribed by commission regu- 
lation. Fire extinguishers prescribed by the commission 
shall be coast guard approved, or Underwriters’ Lab- 
oratories, Inc. labeled as “marine type” and so placed

as to be readily accessible and in such condition as to 
be ready for immediate and effective use. 

Every motorboat shall have the carburetor or carbu- 
retors of every engine therein, except outboard motors 
using gasoline as fuel, equipped with a coast guard 
approved flame arrestor or other similar device as may 
be prescribed by regulations of the commission. 

All motorboats, other _ you wae ~ og 
open, carrying or using fuel having a flash point o 
110 degrees F. or less shall be provided with a venti- 
lation system as prescribed by regulations of the com- 
mission for the proper and efficient removal of explo- 
sive and inflammable gases or vapors from the engine 
and fuel tank compartments. 

Except in case of a motorboat actually competing in 
a race or regatta sanctioned by the commission, it is 
unlawful to use a boat propelled in whole or in part 
by gas, gasoline or naptha unless the same is provided 
with a stock factory muffler, underwater or other 
modern devices capable of adequately muffling the 
sounds of the exhaust of the engine. The phrase “ade- 
quate muffling” shall mean that the motor’s exhaust 
at all times be so muffled or suppressed as not to 
create excessive or unusual noise. The discharge of 
cooling water through the exhaust of an inboard en- 
gine shall be considered an adequate muffling device. 
No person shall maintain or operate upon the waters 
of this state any vessel which is equipped with a water 
closet unless the same is self-contained, incapable of 
discharging directly into the water. It shall be unlaw- 
ful to deposit or discharge human waste, or other 
refuse, into the water. 

No person shall operate or give permission for the 
operation of a vessel which is not equipped as required 


in this section. * 


BUOYS (62-21-6) 
1. Any waterways, within the state of Colorado, marked 


by any individual, organization or corporation as to 
use and restricted areas shall be marked by buoys in 
conformance with the system of uniform waterway 
markers for use by states as approved by the advisory 
board of the state officials and the merchant marine 
council, United States coast guard, on October 30, 1961. 


Vv. PROHIBITED OPERATION (62-21-7)

No person shall operate any motorboat or manipulate 
any water skis, surfboard or similar device in a reck- 
less or negligent manner so as to endanger the life, 
limb or property of any person. 

No person shall operate a motorboat with any person 
or persons riding or sitting on either the starboard or 
port gunwales thereof or on the decking over the bow 
or in any other unsafe position, except when the boat 
is being moored or anchored. 


- No person shall operate a vessel or be in actual physi- 


cal control of same while under the influence of in- 
toxicating liquor, narcotics or habit-forming drugs, nor 
shall the owner or operator of any vessel authorize or 
knowingly permit the same to be operated by any 
other person under the influence of intoxicating liquor, 
narcotics or habit-forming drugs. 

No person while operating a power operated boat shall 
fail to yield the right-of-way to a nonpowered boat. 
Right-of-way for this purpose is defined as the right 
of a craft which is proceeding on an established for- 
ward course at a relatively constant speed to continue 
such course unchanged without reducing speed, turn- 
ing, veering or reversing. 

When any person operating a motorboat shall meet, 
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overtake or cross another motorboat, the motorboat 
having the right-of-way shall be determined in the 
following manner: 


a. Meeting. When two motorboats approach each 
other head-on or nearly so, each motorboat shall 
steer to the starboard (right) so as to pass port 
side to port (left) side. 

b. When the courses of two motorboats approaching 
one another are so far on the starboard of each 
other as not to be considered meeting head-on, they 
pass on the starboard side of each other. 


c. Overtaking. When one motorboat is overtaking 
another, the one overtaking or passing the other 
motorboat shall keep clear of the motorboat being 
overtaken. 


d. Crossing. When the courses of two motorboats are 
such that their courses, if continued unchanged, 
will cross, the boat approaching from the right 
shall have the right-of-way and the motorboat ap- 
proaching from the left must give way by altering 
course, by slowing down or by stopping or re- 
versing. 

The commission is hereby authorized, subject to the 

provisions of sections 3-16-1 through 3-16-6, C.R.S. 

1963, to promulgate such rules and regulations with 

reference to the operation of vessels as are necessary 

for the protection and safety of water craft and per- 
sons engaged in recreational boating and other public 
interests which may be concerned therewith. 


VI. “213) ACCIDENTS AND CASUALTIES

It shall be the duty of the operator of a vessel involved 
in a collision, accident or other casualty, so far as he 
can do so without serious danger to his own vessel, 
crew and passengers, if any, to render to other persons 
affected by the collision, accident or other casualty 
such assistance as may be practicable and as may be 
necessary in order to save them from or minimize any 
danger caused by the collision, accident or other cas- 
ualty, and also give his name, address and identifica- 
tion of his vessel in writing to any person injured and 
to the owner of any property damaged in the collision, 
accident or other casualty. 

In the case of collision, accident or other casualty in- 
volving a vessel, the operator thereof, if the collision, 
accident or other casualty results in death or injury 
to a person or in loss or damage to property in excess 
of $100 shall file with the department a full descrip- 
tion of the collision, accident or other casualty, includ- 
ing such information on forms and within the time 
limits as the commission, by regulation, may require. 


VII. WATER SKIS AND SURFBOARDS (62-21-9) 


1. 


No person shall operate a motorboat on any waters 
of this state for towing a person or persons on water 
skis or a surfboard or similar device unless there is in 
such motorboat a person, in addition to the operator, 
in a position to observe the progress of the person or 
persons being towed. 

No person shall operate a motorboat on any waters of 
this state towing a person or persons on water skis, a 
surfboard or similar device, nor shall any person en- 
gage in water skiing, surfboarding or similar activity 
at any time between the hours from one hour after 
sunset to one hour before sunrise. 


. No person shall operate or manipulate any motorboat, 


tow rope or other device by which direction or loca- 
tion of water skis, a surfboard or similar device may 
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be affected or controlled in such a way as to cause 
the water skis, surfboard or similar device or persons 
theron to collide with or strike against any object 
or person. 


VIII. FEES (62-21-10) 
1. The fees collected hereunder shall be credited to the 
parks cash fund and shall be used for the administra- 
tion of this article. 


IX. ENFORCEMENT (62-21-11) 

1. Every conservation officer and every peace officer of 
this state and its political subdivisions and all persons 
deputized by the department as boat wardens shall 
have the authority to enforce the provisions of this 
article and in the exercise thereof shall have the 
ry to stop and board any vessel subject to this 
article. 


X. JURISDICTION (62-21-12) 

1. Nothing herein shall be construed to prevent munici- 
pal corporations or quasi municipal organizations, in- 
cluding but not restricted to metropolitan recreation 
districts, from policing lakes or bodies of water located 
within all or part of the territorial boundaries of said 
entities. Any person or persons designated by such 
entities to engage in policing work upon said bodies 
of water shall be empowered by the department to 
enforce the provisions of this act as an authorized 
representative of the department. In addition, said 
entities shall also be empowered to charge and collect 
reasonable permit fees to defer the expense of such 
policing operations without the obligation of remitting 
the same to the department; provided, however, that 
such fees shall be in addition to those otherwise pro- 
vided for in this act. Said entities shall further be 
empowered to adopt and enforce reasonable rules 
and regulations governing boating on the bodies of 
water patrolled and under their supervision, provided 
that said rules and regulations do not conflict with the 
provisions of this act. 


XI. PENALTIES (62-21-13) 
1. Any person who violates any provision of this article 
is guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be subject to a 
fine of not more than three hundred dollars for each 
violation thereof, except as otherwise provided in 
section 62-21-4. 


XII. RECORD OF FINES AND PENALTIES (62-21-14) 

1. Any fine or penalty imposed under this article shall be 
immediately paid over by the judge or clerk collecting 
the same, as follows: One-half to the treasury of the 
county where the offense was committed to be credited 
to the county public school fund, and one-half to the 
State treasurer to be credited to the parks cash fund. 

XIII. COPY OF LAWS FURNISHED (62-21-15) 

1. Upon the purchase or renewal of any boat license as 
required hereunder, the owner of such boat shall be 
furnished with a copy of the laws, rules and regula- 
tions affecting boats. The expense of printing and dis- 
tributing such laws, rules and regulations shall be 
borne by the Department of Game, Fish and Parks.

Il. DEALER LICENSES (#401)

The numbering requirement of this regulation shall 
apply to motorboats and sailboats operated by manu- 
facturers and dealers. The description of the motor- 
boat or sailboat will be omitted from the certificate 
of number since the numbers and the certificate of 
number awarded may be transfered from one motor- 
boat or sailboat to another. In lieu of the description, 
the word “manufacturer” or “dealer” as appropriate 
will be plainly marked on each certificate. The manu- 
facturer or dealer may have the number awarded 
printed upon or attached to a removable flag to be 
temporarily, but firmly, mounted upon or attached 
to - motorboat or sailboat being demonstrated or 
tested.

IV. BOATING ACCIDENTS AND REPORTS (#404) 


1. 


A vessel is considered to be involved in a boating ac- 

cident whenever the occurrence results in damage by or 

to the vessel or its equipment, in injury or loss of life 

to any person, or in the disappearance of any person 

from on board under circumstances which indicate the 

possibility of death or injury. A boating accident in- 

cludes, but is not limited to, capsizing, collision, found- 

ering, flooding, fire, explosion and the disappearance 

of a boat other than by theft. 

A report is required whenever a boat is involved in 

a boating accident which results in any one or more 

of the following: 

a. Loss of life. 

b. Injuries causing any person to remain incapaci- 
tated for a period in excess of 72 hours. 

c. Actual physical damage to property including any 
water craft in excess of $100. 

Whenever death results from a boating accident, a 

written report shall be submitted within 48 hours. 

For every other reportable boating accident a written 

report shall be submitted within five days after such 

accident. The operator(s) of the boat(s) shall prepare 

and submit the written report(s) to the Director, De- 

partment of Game, Fish and Parks, 6060 Broadway, 

Denver, Colorado 80216. Every written report shall 

contain the following information: 

a. The numbers and/or names of boats or vessels 

involved. 

The locality where the accident occurred. 

The time and date when the accident occurred. 

Weather and lake conditions at the time of accident. 

The name, address, age and boat operating exper- 

ience of the operator of the reporting vessel. 

The names and addresses of operators of other 

vessels involved. 

The names and addresses of the owners of vessels 

or property involved. 

The names and addresses of any person or persons 

injured or killed. 

The nature and extent of injury to any person or 

persons. 

A description of damage to property, including 

boats, and estimate of cost of repairs. 

k. A description of the accident (including opinion as 
to cause). 

1. The length, propulsion, horsepower, fuel and con- 
struction of the reporting vessel. 

m. Names and addresses of known witnesses. 

n. The Game, Fish and Parks Department Boating Ac- 
cident Report Form may be used for the written 
report required by this section. 
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Vv. BOATING EQUIPMENT REQUIREMENTS (#405)

fire extinguishers as approved by the United States 
Coast Guard or Underwriters’ Laboratories, Inc., 
when labeled as a “marine type” fire extinguisher, 
and so placed as to be readily accessible and in 
such condition as to be ready for immediate and 
effective use. Class A and Class 1 motorboats must 
carry at least one B-1 fire extinguisher which may 
be either a 1% gallon foam, a four pound carbon 
dioxide type, or a two pound dry chemical type. 

b. Class 2 motorboats having no fixed fire extinguish- 
ing system in machinery space must carry two B-1 
extinguishers. 

c. Class 3 motorboats having no fixed fire extinguish- 
ing system in machinery space must carry three 
B-1 extinguishers.

VIII. RESTRICTED AREAS (#408)

The diver’s flag shall mean that a diver is down and

area for more than 15 days, or leave a set-up camp 
unattended for more than 48 hours. 


. To leave human excrement, fish entrails, refuse and 


rubbish, including tin cans, bottles, plastic and 
paper cartons, etc.: or to deposit same in streams 
or lakes. Toilets, garbage pits and other refuse 
receptacles must be used. 


. To leave fish or fish entrails or debris on the ice 


where ice fishing is permitted. 


. To discharge human excrement, garbage, debris or 


other pollutants in any waters from any boat. All 
such pollutants shall be deposited ashore at places 
designated for such disposal. 


. To build a fire without provision to prevent spread- 


ing or to leave said fire without extinguishing same. 
Outdoor fireplaces or grills must be used where 
available. 


. To discharge or use fireworks of any kind or nature. 
. To turn livestock onto or allow grazing on lands 


without permission from the Commission. 


- To anchor or beach any boats unattended overnight 


in areas other than those designated and posted. 


. To launch any boat from a trailer, car, truck or 


other conveyance except at an established launch- 
ing area. 

To use lands for a commercial purpose without first 
securing permission from the Commission. 

To discharge firearms or explosives of any kind 
except by law enforcement officers on official duty, 
or when being used for hunting during open seasons 
in established areas or when specifically authorized 
by the Game, Fish and Parks Commission. 


B. Shooting of shotguns is permitted within the boundaries 
of Game, Fish and Parks Management Areas from 
September 1 through April 1 of the next succeeding 
year except in such areas as are posted prohibiting 
such use.

VII. RECREATION AREA USE PERMITS (#706) 

A. Park and Recreation Areas

Areas under the jurisdiction of the Game, Fish and 
Parks Commission that provide outdoor recreation 
activities that require special facilities or conven- 
iences or involve exclusive or limited use of facilities 
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or conveniences shall be subject to all fees, condi- 
tions and provisions of this regulation. However, 
nothing contained herein shall obviate the necessity 
of obtaining additional permits for special services 
as hereafter may be required by law or rules and 
regulations promulgated by the Commission. 

2. Such recreation areas, or portions thereof, requiring 
a use permit shall be designated and public an- 
nouncement made of such areas. Signs and a copy 
of this regulation shall be posted and maintained 
at the entrances to all such designated areas or 
designated portions thereof advising that a permit 
is required for lawful use of the facilities provided 
therein. , 

B. Permit and user fees 

No person shall use or occupy the developed and 
maintained facilities of any recreation use area as 
hereinafter listed unless such use or occupancy shall 
be by authority of a valid permit issued by the 
Department of Game, Fish and Parks, provided 
that on Outdoor Recreation Day, Easter Sunday, 
Memorial Day, Independence Day, Colorado Day, 
Labor Day, Veterans Day, Thanksgiving Day, 
Christmas Day and New Years Day a permit shall 
not be required and provided further that by Com- 
mission action the requirement for a permit may be 
waived for spectators at special events. 

2. The Department of Game, Fish and Parks shall 
issue permits in the form of a sticker that shall be 
permanently affixed to the motor vehicle of the 
user on the extreme lower right hand corner of the 
windshield in a position that may be observed and 
identified. The license number of the vehicle shall 
be written on the sticker. A motor vehicle without 
such a window, such as a motorcycle, will be treated 
as a special case, but evidence of a permit shall be 
required. The term “motor vehicle” as used in this 
regulation shall mean every vehicle which is self- 
propelled, except that permits shall not be required 
of state owned or law enforcement motor vehicles, 
or commercial motor vehicles making deliveries 
within the area. 

3. An annual use permit shall be issued and by appro- 
priate language shall authorize the use and occu- 
pancy of the facilities of the recreation areas to the 
user and all passengers in the motor vehicle to 
which the permit is originally affixed during the 
calendar year in which issued. One permit shall 
cover all the recreation areas listed in these regu- 
lations. The fee for the annual use permit shall 
be $5.00. 

4. Additional permits may be issued to owners of two 
or more motor vehicles for a fee of $1.00 for each 
additional vehicle. 

5. A one-day use permit, valid for one day only, shall 
be issued for a fee of $1.00 and shall authorize the 
use and occupancy of the facilities of the recreation 
areas by the user and all passengers in the motor 
vehicle to which the permit is originally affixed 
during the day issued and until 5:00 P.M. on the 
following day. 

6. If the motor vehicle for which such permit has been 
issued is sold or traded or the permit is otherwise 
lost or destroyed during the calendar year for 
which it was issued, the person to whom the permit 
was issued may obtain a duplicate thereof upon 
signing an affadivit reciting where and by whom 
said permit was issued and the circumstances under 
which said permit was lost or destroyed or vehicle 
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sold or traded. Upon payment of a fee of $2.00, a 

new permit effective for the remainder of such cal- 

endar year may be issued to the original owner of 
__ such permit by the Department only. - 

7. Permits shall be issued as provided for the sale of 
licenses by Section 62-3-3, C.R.S. 1963, as amended. 
The provisions of said Section 62-3-3 are hereby 
made applicable to the issuing and sale of such 
permits to the same extent and in like manner as 
they would apply if the issuing and sale of such 
permits were specifically provided for therein. Any- 
thing to the contrary in this paragraph notwith- 
standing, the Commission may from time to time 
provide for issuance of permits by persons other 
than designated license agents. All fees collected 
for such permits shall be used solely for the ad- 
ministration, improvement, maintenance and opera- 
tion of outdoor rcreation areas.
